ARTICLE, DESCRIBES AMB. DEAN (WHO HAS LOST FIFTEEN 
POUNDS IN TEN STRENUOUS WEEKS IN-COUNTRY) AS ACTING 
WITH TOUGHNESS AND FINESSE IN PRAGMATIC DIPLOMACY THAT 
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"GAINS SOME GROUND." AMB. "CHARGES" AROUND COUNTRY 
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REPROACHING GENERALS, WOOING OPPOSITION LEADERS AND 
SEARCHING - SO FAR IN VAIN - FOR INSURGENTS WILLING 
TO NEGOTIATE. THOSE WHO WATCH HIM OPERATE SEE HIS 
AIM TO MAKE GKR - WIDELY REGARDED AS CORRUPT, 

DISORGANIZED AND INEFFECTUAL - STRONG ENOUGH TO 
WITHSTAND MIL AND ECON PRESSURE FROM INSURGENTS AND 
SO FORCE THEM TO BARGAIN EVENTUALLY. SHIPLER DESCRIBES 
DEAN'S FLIGHTS INTO BESIEGED ENCLAVES TO CAJOLE COMMANDERS 
INTO HOLDING OUT OR ATTACKING, TO KEEP PRESSURE 
ON ENEMY AND TO STEP UP RECRUITING. AMB. WAS ALLEGEDLY 
SUCCESSFUL IN PERSUADING GKR TO RETIRE TEN GENERALS 
FROM TOP-HEAVY COMMAND STRUCTURE; REPORTEDLY 
POINTS OUT TO GKR OFFICIALS THAT US PROVIDES 600 MILLION 
DOLLARS IN AID YEARLY AND THAT HIS JOB IS TO SEE THAT 
IT IS SPENT WELL. HE NOT ONLY PUSHES MILITARY INTO 
ACTION BUT ALSO APPARENTLY MAKES EFFORT TO ERADICATE 

SOME ILLS THAT CONGRESSIONAL LIBERALS CITE AS REASONS 
WHY US SHOULD NOT SUPPORT LON NOL: GKR OFFICIALS 
SAY DEAN PERSUADED THEM TO END CENSORSHIP OF OUTGOING 
FOREIGN PRESS DISPATCHES, AND HE MADE GKR REPAY USG 
FOR AVIATION FUEL THAT "DISAPPEARED." 

DEAN DOES NOT, ACCORDING TO SOME ASSOCIATES, 

EXPECT TO TRANSFORM GKR INTO MODEL OF EFFICIENCY, 

BUT REPORTEDLY WANTS TO CREATE IMPRESSION OF REASONABLY 
STABLE FUNCTIONING GOVERNMENT, BOTH FOR BENEFIT OF 
CONGRESSMEN WHO VOTE ON AID BILLS AND FOR UN MEMBERS 
WHO WILL VOTE IN FALL ON WHETHER TO GIVE GKR SEAT 
TO INSURGENTS. AMB. SAID TO BE "PREACHING" UNITY 
TO DISSIDENT POLITICIANS AND TRIES TO MAKE CONTACT 
WITH LEADERS OF OPPOSITION FACTIONS. SHIPLER SAYS 
THAT LONG-TERM RESIDENTS, INCLUDING SOME FOREIGN 
DIPLOMATS, "SHAKE THEIR HEADS" AT AMB.’S VIEW 
THAT PEOPLE AT WAR MUST STICK TOGETHER, AND 
CHARACTERIZE IT AS JUST "NOT CAMBODIAN." POINTS 
OUT THAT IN POLITICAL AREA DEAN'S ADVICE HAS APPARENTLYNOT 
BEEN WELCOME; QUOTES LONG BORET THAT HE TOLD DEAN, 

"I COULD HANDLE THE POLITICAL SITUATION," WHEN AMB. 

OFFERED RECOMMENDATIONS ON CURRENT CABINET CRISIS. 
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MOST OF PP DIPLOMATIC COMMUNITY CONVINCED OF AMB.'S 
DEVOTION TO ROLE OF PEACEMAKER. 

2. BECKER (WP) FROM PP REPORTS THAT US COMMERCIAL 
PILOTS ASKED AMEMBASSY TO STOP GKR FROM COMMANDEERING 
PRIVATE US-REGISTERED PLANES FOR MIL MISSIONS, BUT 
EMBASSY SAID CANNOT "INTERFERE" IN GKR AFFAIRS. TELLS 
STORY OF PILOT SHIPMAN OF HENG MEAS AIRLINE, ONE-PLANE 
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OPERATION LIKE MANY OF THE THIRTY COMMERCIAL

GOODS TO AND FROM PP AFTER ROADS WERE CUT. AFTER 
SHIPMAN REFUSED TO FLY TROOPS TO KOMPONG CHAM, HE 
ALLEGES GKR THREATENED TO CUT OFF HIS AVGAS, AND 
EMBASSY WAS ONLY WILLING TO WRITE LETTER ASKING GKR 
NOT TO TAKE US-REGISTERED PLANES TO KOMPONG CHAM 
AND "WE NEED MORE PROTECTION THAN THAT." SHIPMAN, 

LIKE OTHER US PILOTS, WORRIES BOTH ABOUT DANGER 
AND ABOUT ILLEGALITY OF AMCITS PARTICIPATING IN 
FOREIGN WAR. SHIPMAN SAYS COMMERCIAL PILOTS COOPERATE 
WITH GKR WHEN THEY CAN, BUT COMPLAINS THAT GKR CARGO 
PLANES OFTEN USED FOR PAYING PASSENGERS AND THEY 
"PUT THE SQUEEZE" ON COMMERCIAL CARRIERSTO TRANSPORT 
TROOPS. RECENT CHANGE IS THAT EMBASSY WANTS FULL 
REPORTS ON AVGAS USE, AND "WELL-INFORMED" DIPLOMATIC 
SOURCES SEE THIS AS MOVE TO SUPERVISE DOMESTIC CARGO 

MOVEMENT AND CONTROL INFLATION BY LIMITING ROLE OF 
MIDDLEMAN. 

3. HEAVY FIGHTING REPORTED AROUND KOMPONG SOM AS 
REBELS APPARENTLY MOUNT MAIOR OFFENSIVE TO TAKE CITY; 
MIL SOURCES SAY ATTACK CENTERS AROUND FRENCH-OWNED 
OIL REFINERY, PUT OUT OF COMMISSION BY HEAVY WEAPONS 
FIRE, AND THAT AIRPORT CLOSED. COMMANDER OF LARGE 
GARRISON ON ROUTE 4 SAYS WILL ABANDON POST IF 
SUPPORTING AIR STRIKES NOT STEPPED-UP, CLAIMS SUFFERED

NEW GOVERNMENT WILL BEHAVE AMICABLY TOWARD ALL 
COUNTRIES, ACCEPT UNCONDITIONAL AID FROM ALL, AND SEEK 
"NEW ORIENTATION" TOWARD INTERNATIONAL POLITICS. 

7. KIRK (CHITRIB ) IN LENGTHY ARTICLE DESCRIBES 

HOW GVN OFFICIALS GO ABOUT SELLING FAVORS. CLAIMS 
IT IS ROUTINE IN EVERY MINISTRY AND AT EVERY LEVEL, 

AND THAT STAKES RISE FROM TIPS TO MESSENGERS UP 
TO MINISTERIAL LEVEL. SEES CORRUPTION IN DEFENSE 
DEPARTMENT AS POSSIBLY SERIOUS FROM IMMEDIATE VIEWPOINT 
OF MIL SECURITY AND DISCUSSES RECENT THIEU CRACKDOWN 

ON DESERTIONS AND ABSENTEEISM. PROBLEM "CLEARLY" 

BEGINS AT TOP, AND MUCH MONEY MADE FROM PAYROLL 
FALSIFICATION. ON RECENT FERTILIZER SCANDAL, KIRK 
QUOTES HIGH-LEVEL VIET SOURCE THAT PROVINCE CHIEFS, 
USUALLY MILITARY, CONNIVED WITH RELATIVES AND FRIENDS 
TO HOARD FERTILIZER AND DRIVE PRICES UP, AND THAT 
SCANDAL EXPOSED PARTIALLY BY HONEST GVN TAX OFFICIAL. 
KIRK OPINES THAT THIEU WOULD LIKE TO CURB MOST FLAGRANT 
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ABUSES IN FERTILIZER AFFAIR, AND THAT INVESTIGATION 
NOW UNDERWAY IS EXCEPTION TO USUALAISSEZ-FAIRE" 

ATTITUDE TOWARD CORRUPTION AND INDICATES NO REAL CHANGE 
IN OFFICIAL ATTITUDES. KIRK ALSO REVIEWS RECENT 
SUGAR SCANDAL THAT REACHED TO HIGH ECON MINISTRY 
LEVELS AND RESULTED IN DEATH AND LIFE-IMPRISONMENT 
SENTENCES - THAT WERE NEVER CARRIED OUT BECAUSE 
DEPENDENTS MANAGED TO "ELUDE ARREST." RATIONALIZATION 
FOR CORRUPTION IS LOW GVN SALARIES, BUT KIRK HOLDS 
THAT THIS DOES NOT EXPLAIN "ENORMOUS GREED" OF HIGH 
OFFICIALS. QUOTES ONE US OFFICIAL THAT AMERICANS "CAN'T 
COPE WITH CORRUPTION ANYMORE THAN WE CAN COPE WITH"

DEVELOPMENT ISSUES. 

IN PREPARING POLICY STATEMENT, RESEARCH GROUPS ALSO 
PRODUCED TWO SUBCOMMITTEE PAPERS - ONE AMERICAN AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ONE JAPANESE - IN WHICH THEY TOOK LOOK AT EACH OTHER'S 
SYSTEMS. JAPANESE VIEW OF US IS THE MORE CRITICAL, 

MAKING SUCH OBSERVATIONS AS: "PROBLEMS OF POVERTY AND 
INEQUALITY IN INCOME DISTRIBUTION (IN US) HAVE BEEN 
INTENSIFIED BY THE EMPHASIS OF THE UNITED STATES ON 
MAINTAINING ITS MILITARY AND POLITICAL SUPREMACY IN 
THE WORLD. INCREASED MILITARY SPENDING AND FOREIGN AID 
HAVE LONG BURDENED UNITED STATES TAXPAYERS AND DRAINED 
INEXCUSABLY NOT ONLY THE FEDERAL TAX REVENUE BUT ALSO 
THE MEN, MACHINERY AND MONEY IN THE PRIVATE SECTOR THAT 
COULD HAVE BEEN DIVERTED INTO PRODUCTION OF SOCIALLY 
USEFUL GOODS AND SERVICES.” IT ALSO OBSERVED THAT 
"BECAUSE OF THE EXISTENCE OF RACIAL PROBLEMS AND THE 
WIDESPREAD USE OF AUTOMOBILES, URBAN PROBLEMS TEND TO 
BE QUITE SERIOUS AND TO CONTAIN UNIQUE AMERICAN 
CHARACTERISTICS.'" AT ANOTHER POINT IT ASSERTS US HAS 
DECLINED ECONOMICALLY IN RELATION TO OTHER COUNTRIES, 

SAYING "BASIC FORCE BEHIND THIS DECLINE AND THE MONETARY 
INSTABILITY IT HAS BROUGHT WITH IT HAS BEEN THE SLOW 

GROWTH IN PRODUCTIVITY IN THE UNITED STATES ECONOMY.” 

TAKING BROAD SWEEP OF AMERICAN WAY, GROUP SAYS AMERICAN 
DOCTRINES OF FREE COMPETITION, LAISSEZ FAIRE AND IN 
DIVIDUALISM "HAVE EVOLVED INTO A DEEP SUSPICION OF PUBLIC
